Holmes  was  an  All-Conference  guard  for  A  &  M. 

During  his  career  Coach  Holmes  has  coached  at  several  high  schools  and  was  line  coach 
at  A  &  M  for  four  years.  He  came  to  NTAC  in  193  5.
